Indexes of a Good Business Future 

October, bringing the height of the crop- 
moving season, brought to industry and trade 
a measure of activity still greater than that 
which has been making records practically 
since the beginning of the current year. In 
every division, the trend of business during 
the month was upward, as is expected of the 
influence of Fall, and its angle of ascension 
Was unusually and encouragingly sharp. 

Records of power consumption and records 
of output showed that industry was producing 
in volume exceeding almost any and all previ- 
ous marks. The new high records, of almost 
weekly occurence in the movement of freight, 
showed that this production was not going 
into stock. In fact. the reports from the sig- 
nificant industries told once again of a dropping 
behind the pace set by orders. 

Earnings in most lines also showed im- 
provement during October. Extra dividends 
were of common report, payments on industrial 
stocks averaging almost 5 percent above last 
year. Prices were higher in some sections, 
notably iron and steel, but lower in building 
and in general wholesaling. Wages stayed at 
high levels, the average for artisans and fac- 
tory workers being 2.8 percent above the 1924 
level to date. Employment continued to make 
noticeable gains. The major industries were 
running close to normal, and demand _ for 
labor was increased. 

Dealings in securities reached new high 
averages in volume, and the values of stocks 
and bonds were at high levels. So great has 
the activity in stock trading become, business 
commentators are sounding warnings against 
accepting the large volume of these transac- 
tions as an indication of the status of business. 
There has come also a warning against the 
continued rush to build largély houses of high 
cost and expensive occupancy. Financing or- 
ganizations are showing a preference for 
buildings within the reach of tenants with 
average earnings. 

But. no decline and fall in business is looked 
for. The reliable indexes are readily inter- 
preted as foretelling a period of increasing 
and sound prosperity. This expectation is 
reflected in the tax revision program of the 
Federal government. It has found a deal 
of support in the political developments in 
Europe. The government's indexes of pro- 
ductive activity show an average some 8 to 
10 points above that of last Fall, Wholesale 
trade is up 3 points, and the showing in re- 
tail business is still better. Mail-order busi- 
ness has gone up almost one-eighth during 
this year. The average weekly car-loadings 
in October passed those of a year ago which 
had been the previous high—and this in spite 
of the effects of the anthracite coal strike. 
Railroad earnings were at new high figures, 
too, and the activity in the purchasing of rails, 
rolling stock, and other equipment was a clear 
indication that the managements expected the 
prosperity of the roads to continue, 

Unfilled orders in the steel industry showed 
an increase at the beginning of October, after 
having shrunk for several months. They have 
reached a tonnage above that of a year ago. 
Steel production has got up to better than 80 
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percent of capacity in Northern mills, but 
the South reports slowness while the influence 
of the cotton crop is figured out. Iron pro- 
duction in October increased from September 
and was 22 percent above the rate for October, 
1924. Leaders in the iron and steel industry 
are particularly optimistic in their references 
to the future of their own business and trade 
in general. Pigiron, steel ingots, sheets, pipe, 
and products generaiiy were advanced in price 
during October. Tinplate operations were also 
above 80 percent of capacity, and the produc- 
tion of copper was picking up in consequence 
of a demand slightly stronger than that of a 
year ago. Prices in the nonferrous meals mar- 
kets were again irregular in trends. Copper 
dropped further over the month, from 14.3 
cents to 14 cents; lead turned upward from 
9.6 cents to 9.85 cents; zinc continued to rise, 
going from 8.325 cents to 9.025 cents. Tin 
was boosted from 603 cents to 64 cents. 

Soft coal production continued to increase ; 
the hard coal mines were still idle. Lowered 
wage scales were becoming more common in 
the bituminous field. In anticipation of a big 
demand jin the East for coke to take the place 
of hard coal, prices were sent up a dollar a 
ton and more during October. The demand 
has not reached the expected proportions, and 
there has been some price-shading; but the 
hard coal strike is still on and cold weather 
is coming closer. 

October crop reports were enouraging to 
both producer and consumer. The indicated 
wheat crop was 172,000,000 bushels below the 
1924 yield, but the outlook for export trade 
was not bright. An increase of 575,000,000 
bushels in the corn crop was estimated, and 
a gain of some 2,000,000 bales of cotton. The 
potato crop and the flaxseed crop will be 
smaller than last year’s, the flaxseed yield by 
about 25 percent. A bumper yield of sugar 
has been predicted, and prices made new low 
records in October. Rubber prices began to 
strengthen and again got above the dollar 
mark. 

Wheat prices were advanced materially dur- 
ing October, but did not approach $2. Flour 
also went up. Corn was a little higher at the 
end of the month. Beef, pork and butter were 
cheaper, and so were hides, but leather was 
unchanged. Cotton fell off 344 cents a pound ; 
wool was a cent or so higher. Prices on the 
whole were lower in average, the Fisher in- 
dex number for October being 156.7, against 
158.1 for the preceding month. The average 
for the fourth quarter of 1924 was 153.9. In- 
dustrial securities gained from 101.84 to 108.08 
in average value (81.11 in 1924). Chemical 
stocks went up from 91.68 (average of twenty) 
to 96.93 (66.29 in 1924); oils started the 
month at an average of 55.14 and finished at 
56.82 (49.64 in 1924). 

Prices in the markets for chemicals, oils, 
and related products were inclined to weak- 
ness during October; although business main- 
tained a large volume. Coal-tar chemicals 
were noticeably weaker, and the petroleum 
group continued its downward trend. Heavy 
chemicals were the only items to show up 
better, in a seasonal comparison, than they did 
a year ago. The Oil, Paint and Drug Re-

porter charted analysis of thirty typical items 
in five markets (see pages 42 to 45) gave a 
geometric average (basis, 100) for October 
of 98.39 in comparison with September, 
against 99.57 in the same comparison last year. 
The average, however, was 105.20 against 
100 for October, 1924. 

Textile chemicals were cheaper than in 
September ; sodas and bleach were higher. The 
heavy chemical group averaged 100.05 in com- 
parison with September and 103.87 compared 
with October, 1924. 

3enzol, phenol, and cresylic acid went to 
lower prices during the month, and the coal- 
tar group average was 97 against 100 for Sep- 
tember and 93.62 compared with October, 1924. 

Pigments and dry colors continued to in- 
crease in value. Linseed oil and turpentine 
were on the other side. So, the paint materials 
group was down slightly, averaging 99.16 com- 
pared with September. But, it still stood high 
against last year, comparison with October, 
1924, giving a figure of 110.22. 

Alcohols were unchanged from September 
and from a year earlier. 

Crude petroleum went down 4.88 percent 
over the month; gasoline, 2.41 percent. The 
group average was 96.36 compared with the 
preceding month. At that, the average price 
was 5.2 percent above that prevailing in Oc- 
tober, 1924.

Enlightened Selfishness 

It was a most happy selection of a phrase 
when a speaker at the recent convention of 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion characterized the motive underlying co- 
operative endeavors as enlightened selfishness. 
No apter designation of the ultimate benefits 
of all interest in the “other fellow’s” or the 
community problem could be phrased. No 
more convincing argument for participation in 
cooperative movements could be made than 
that these are most conducive to the advance- 
ment of selfish interests—and they are. 

True selfishness is difficult to dissociate 
from the broadest altruism. This is particu- 
larly true with respect to the inter-relationships 
of business; for the man who approaches 
these with egocentric consideration can most 
readily discern the advantages of their most 
intensive cultivation. The difficulties which 
beset those who strive for standardization and 
simplification, for price-maintenance and for 
honorable competition, for all that is good and 
all that is ideal in business, would vanish, were 
it possible to show each of those concerned in 
the solution of these problems that the ends 
of self are best served when the purposes of 
all are coordinated to that service. 

The speaker at the paint conventicn adduced 
several examples illustrative of the enlightened 
selfishness which he chose to commend. He 
referred to the cooperative business-promoting 
campaigns, and he instanced particularly the 
assistance being given by the industry to the 
development of flax-growing in the United 
States. These efforts clearly have a selfish 


purpose, but it is a good purpose, and unques- 
tionably it brings good to many.

1924 Building Record Already Passed As 


Construction 


A strong market tone ruled through- cent over October of last year. 


out the week, with prices still showing 
an upward trend. Advances in chrome 
yellow and vermilion featured the dry 
colors market, while advanced produc- 
tion costs due to higher raw materials 
were exerting an upward pressure on 
other materials, notably lead and zinc 
pigments. 

Last month had the largest October 
construction volume on record, accord- 
ing to F. W. Dodge Corporation. Build- 
ing and engineering contracts awarded 
during the month in the 36 Eastern 
States (which about 
eighths of the total construction vol- 


include seven- 


ume of the country) amounted to $519,- 
528,200. This was 27 percent greater 
than the volume of the previous Oc- 
tober. However, there was a 5 percent 
decline from September, which is un- 
usual, as October customarily has a 
somewhat larger building total than 
September. 

The month’s record included the fol- 
lowing important items:—$262,725,500, 
or 51 percent of all construction, for 
residential buildings; $66,006,500, or 13 
percent, for public works and utilities; 
$63,316,100, or 12 percent, for industrial 
buildings; $55,912,100, or 11 percent, 
for commercial buildings; and $28,192,- 
000, or 5 percent, for educational build- 
ings. 

The entire construction volume of 
last year, which was the record year 
to date, has already been exceeded in 
the first ten months of this year. Ucn- 
struction started during the past ten 
months has amounted to $4,846,266,900, 
compared with $4,479,307,000 for all of 
last year and with $3,772,593,500 for 
the first ten months of last year. The 
increase over the 1924 total has been 
8 percent; over the total for the first 
ten months of last year, 28 percent. 
Four large districts have already ex- 
ceeded their 1924 totals:—New Eng- 
land, the Pittsburgh District, the 
Central West and the Southeastern 
States. 

Contemplated new work reported last 
month amounted to $839,049,300. This 
was an increase of 27 percent over the 
amount reported in September, and 
52 percent over the amount reported 
in October of last year. This large 
volume of new work in the plan stage 
indicates that the demand for new 
construction continues very strong. 

October building and engineering 
contracts in New England amounted to 
$38,776,300, a decrease of 20 percent 
from September and an increase of 24 
percent over October, 1924. Contem- 
plated new work reported in October 
amounted to $56,254,800, being a 48 
percent increase over the amount re- 
ported in September and a 42 percent 
increase in the amount reported in 
October of last year. 

Last month’s building and engineer- 
ing contracts in New York State and 
Northern New Jersey amounted to 
$140,918,600, this being an 8 percent in- 
crease over September and a 31 per- 
cent increase over October, 1924. Con- 
templated new work reported for the 
district in October amounted to $271,- 
934,200. This was an increase of 59 
percent over the amount of contem- 
plated work reported in sepremper 
and of 135 percent over the amount re- 
ported in October, 1924. 

Building and engineering contracts 
awarded iast month in the Middle At- 
lantic States (Eastern Pennsylvania, 
Southern New Jersey, Maryland, Dela- 
ware, District of Columbia and Vir- 
ginia) amounted to $51,447,300. Al- 
though this was an increase of 6 per- 
cent over September, it was a decrease 
of 13 percent from October of last year. 
Contemplated new work reported for 
this district in October amounted to 
$96,521,800, a 34 percent increase over 
the amount reported in September and 
a 17 percent increase over the amount 
renorted in October of last year. 

The volume of construction in the 
Southeastern States during the past 
ten months has already exceeded last 
vear’s total volume by 8 _ percent. 
Building and engineering contracts 
awarded from January 1 to November 
1 of this year in these states (the Car- 
olinas, Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, Al- 
abama, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Louisiana) have amounted to $653,860.- 
000. The increase over the correspond- 
ing period of last year was 75 percent, 
October contracts amounted to $76,- 
641,700, a decrease of 10 percent from 
September and an increase of 18 per 
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Boom Holds 


Con- 
templated new work was reported for 
this district last month to the amount 
of $138,420,100; being an increase of 8 
percent over the amount reported in 
September and of 45 percent over the 
amount reported in October of last 
year. 

October building and engineering 
contracts in the Pittsburgh District 
(Western Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio and Kentucky) amounted to $78,- 
362,100. This was an 18 percent in- 
crease over the preceding month and 
an 83 percent increase over the corre- 
sponding month of last year. New 
construction started in this district 
during the past ten months has 
reached the extraordinary total of 
$738,463,000. This is not only 60 per- 
cent greater than the construction vol- 
ume of the first ten months of last 
year, but also 28 percent greater than 
last year’s entire construction volume. 
Contemplated new work reported for 
the district in’ October amounted to 
$69,239,800, a 5 percent increase over 
the amount reported in September and 
a 10 percent increase over the amount 
for October of last year, 

Last month’s building and engineer- 
ing contracts in the Central West (Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Nebraska amounted to $126,449,300. 
This was a decrease of 21 percent from 
September, but an increase of 35 per- 
cent over October of last year. New 
construction started in the Central 
West during the past ten months has 
amounted to $1,258,737,800. This enor- 
mous volume is 43 percent greater than 
that of the corresponding period of 
1924, and 20 percent greater than the 
entire 1924 volume. Contemplated new 
work reported for the district in Oc- 
tober amounted to $193,553.200, an 11 
percent increase over September and a 
31 percent increase over October of 
last year. 

Building and engineering contracts of 
last month in Minnesota, the Dakotas 
and Northern Michigan amounted to 
$6,932,900. This was a 27 percent de- 
crease from September and an 18 per- 
cent decrease from October of last 
year. New construction started in the 
Northwestern States during the past 
ten months has amounted to $84,150,- 
300, giving this year a lead of 8 per- 
cent over the corresponding period of 
last year. Contemplated new work re- 
ported in October amounted to $13,- 
125,400, an increase of 18 percent over 
the amount reported in September and 
of 47 percent over the amount reported 
in October of last year. 

October construction contracts in 
Texas (which is not included with the 
36 Eastern States) amounted to $10,- 
725,500. This was a 41 percent decrease 
from September and a 9 percent uc- 
crease from October of last year. New 
construction started in Te:as during 
the past ten months has amounted to 
$157,725.500. This shows the average 
monthly building volume of this year 
to be about 2 percent over the average 
monthly volume of the portion of 1924 
for which records are available. Con- 
templated new work reported for Tex- 
as in October amounted to $12,042,900. 
This was 44 percent less than the 
amount reported in September and 8 
percent less than the amount reported 
in October of last year. This falling 
off in contemplated work indicates a 
declining demand for new construc- 
tion. 

An interesting development in the 
construction situatian was the an- 
nouncement of several large financing 
organizations that they would no 
longer make loans for high-class 
apar‘ment and office buildings, hold- 
ing that the present need is for low- 
priced dwellings,

Flaxseed Estimate for U. S. 
Is Now 22,332,000 Bushels 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 12, 1925. 
A production of 22,332,000 bushels of 
flaxseed this year is estimated by the 
UL. S. Departement of Agriculture, based 
on present condition of the crop. Not- 
withstanding the fact that this crop has 
been exceeded only in 1912 and 1924, 


when the production amounted to 30,173,- 
000 bushels, “it is considerably below the 
national consumption of flaxseed and the 
flaxseed equivalent of its products,” says 
the department’s report. 

With 3,080,000 acres planted in flax- 
seed this year, ‘a yield of 7.3 bushels 
per acre is estimated, compared with the 
average of 7.1 bushels during 1914-1920, 
and 8.2 bushels during the last five years. 
Yields per acre were low in the West- 
ern States of the flaxseed area on ac- 
count of drought, and high in the East- 
ern. teports concerning this crop vary 
greatly because of extreme range of 
planting dates, late summer drought, and 
early frost. The crop has suffered ma- 
terial damage in Montana and in parts 
of North Dakota from frost and snow..”

to stills has also been the cause of several 
refiners withdrawing from the spot market 
The operating basis of many plants is being 
limited to the point made necessary by con- 
tracts, thus having the effect of relieving the 
market of a fairly good supply which can be 
ordinarily counted upon 

Buyers, aware of this condition, are inclined 
to cover their requirements now for the next 
30 days on the belief that the present strength 
will cause a further rise in price and that 
this in turn will bring about larger offerings, 
thus enabling the covering of next season's 
requirements more easily next month than at 
this time. However, it is questionable whether 
this strategy will be as favorably carried out 
as is now planned. As can be easily judged 
from the undertone of the present market, 
orders for material just under the current 
level of prices must be very large. 

Operations at the refineries at this time are 
practically at the low point of the year An- 
other reduction was made this week which 
earried the total closer to the 5,600 barrel 
daily mark than has prevailed here for some 
time. Some of the larger refiners have partici- 
pated in this curtailment more freely than at 
any time since the movement started

Advanced — Lard and Compound 
Cotton Estimate Increased Again 


however, there was more disposition 
to buy than there was to sell. 

Bullish developments included an 
advance in cotton and lard futures 
and a rise in crude oil in the South. 


Sales of crude were reported in the 
Southeast and the Valley at 9c. per 
pound, the highest price recorded for 
some time past. Offerings, moreover, 


were light at the advance. According 
to some in the trade many of the mills 
in the South have sold their output 
well ahead and predictions were heard 
of a continuation of light offerings 
for a time, irrespective of the action 
of local and Southern markets for oil. 

A rebound in cotton after a break 
following the publication of a bearish 
government crop estimate was at- 
tributed to unfavorable weather in 
parts of the South. Further rains 
were reported and there were num- 
erous complaints of additional damage 


to cotton still in the fields. Accord- 
ing to some accounts, too, recent cold 
weather killed considerable late cotton 
in the Southwest Reports continued 
to be received about the poor quality 
of the cottonseed in many sections of 
ihe South this season and of an ab- 
normally low oil content. Such talk 
has been too persistent to be ignored 
of late although it is contended by 


some that claims of this character are 
exaggerated. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report Was considered bullish and 
its publication was followed in the 


cotton market by a sharp advance in 


prices. The report stated that con- 
tinued rainy and cloudy weather over 
most of the cotton belt where harvest 
had not been completed made a con- 
tinuation of unfavorable conditions for 
that crop, although fair, cool weather 
prevailing at the close of the week 
was much more favorable. In Texas 
picking made very good progress in 
the Northwestern and extreme West- 
ern portions and elsewhere with com-

In Oklahoma additional and serious 
damage to the crop occurred with 
picking progressing slowly and_ the 
crop rotting in the fields.

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Pigments 

A gain of 5 points in the 
weighted average price of white 
lead, zine oxide and lithopone 
occurred during October, the 
consequence of an advance in 
prices for French process zine 
oxide. It brought the average 
up to 9.74c. per pound. The 
month saw also a firming up 
in the position of lithopone and 
lead pigments, due to advancing 
prices on the raw materials. A 
good movement into consuming 
channels was evidenced during 
the month, paint grinders tak- 
ing pigments in a large way 
against contract for immediate 
shipment. The lithopone market 
was under unusually keen sell- 
ing competition, and it was felt 
in trade circles that this was 
the only factor which prevented 
an upward movement in quota- 
tions. 


Dry Colors 

Prices of dry colors were 
trending upward during Octo- 
ber, and a gain of 15 points was 
registered in the weighted aver- 
age price of iron blue, chrome 
green and yellow, Sienna, In- 
dian red, and ocher. The aver- 
age for the month was §8.77e. 
per pound. Advances in ocher 
prices, together with increased 
firmness on chrome yellows, 
were the outstanding features in 
the month. Further -increases 
in prices for pig lead and 
acetic acid brought about higher 
production costs on chrome yel- 
low, and makers were talking 
higher prices. which have since 
gone into effect. A good move-

were also holding up well. 


Linseed Oil 


Linseed oil prices showed ir- 
regularity at times during 
October. The changes, however, 
were confined within compara- 
tively small limits. The trend 
was downward in the main. 
Flaxseed prices weakened in 
domestic markets on selling by 
traders who were encouraged by 
favorable reports in regard to 
the size of the crop in the North- 
west and by the quietness of 
trade in linseed oil. Also the 
movement of seed to terminal 
markets in the Northwest was 
liberal; while demand from 
crushers was disappointing, and 
stocks in warehouses increased. 
Thus far in November’ the 
market for oil has had an easy 
tone owing to the sluggishness 
of business, consumers being 
averse to purchasing ahead.

Turpentine 

The trend of turpentine prices 
locally was downward during 
October, the decline at one time 
reaching 4c. per gallon. The 
depression was due to weakness 
in Southern markets and a fall- 
ing off in demand, domestic con 
sumers being disposed to cur- 
tail purchases tor a time. The 
export inquiry also showed a 
diminution, Early in Novem- 
ber a firmer tone developed, and 
the trend of prices in the 
primary and local markets 
turned upward Demand from 
domestic buyers was stimulated 
by a falling off in the movement 
of turpentine from the interior 
to the seaboard and by predic- 
tions of a further shrinkage in 
the movement in the near 
future. Also, demand from 
abroad increased to some ex- 
tent.

Analysis of Market Trends 





Alcohols 


Alcohol prices held without 
change through. October. Busi- 
ness continued active for the 
greater part of the month, but 
toward the close pronounced 
slackening of demand occurred 
in the East. Reports from the 
West, however, indicated that 
sales volume held up _ well, 
chiefly because low temperatures 
had induced a larger consump- 
tion of denatured alcohol in 
antifreeze mixtures for motor- 
car radiators. The latest esti- 
mate of consumption for that 
purpose this year is 35,000,000 
gallons. Methanol showed a 
firmer undertone. In some 
quarters there was an effort to 
establish higher prices on puri- 
fied material. This was not suc- 
cessful, as the principal pro- 
ducers failed to join in the up- 
ward movement. Methanol de- 
rivitives were higher in some in 
stances. 


Crude Petroleum 


Production 

Steadily dwindling production 
of domestic crude continued dur- 
ing October. The output in the 
closing week of the month aver- 
aged 2,064,000 barrels daily, as 
compared with 2,096,000 barrels 
daily during the first week of 
the period. Shutting-in of pro- 
duction in California was a fac- 
tor in curtailment of output; 
while the production of some of 
the Midcontinent pools was also 
on the decline. The only un- 
settled factor in the situation 
was the Garber pool in Okla- 
homa, where the output was 
showing an increase, with 100,- 
600 barrels daily looked for. Ap- 
pearance of water in some sec- 
tions of this field, however, has 
led to the belief among opera- 
tors that the peak would not 
reach the figure mentioned. 


Prices 

Weakness continued during 
October in the market for crude 
petroleum, prices showing a 
drop for the third successive 
month. The average price of 
Pennsylvania, Wyoming, and 
Midcontinent crudes at the wells 
for the month was $1.97 per bar- 
rel, as compared with $2.07 in 
September, $2.33 in August, and 
$2.48 in July, the high for the 
vear. The October average price, 
however, was 24c. per barrel 
above the low for the year, pre- 
vailing in January, and 35c. 
above October, 1924. Further 
reduction in California crude oil 
prices, affecting the heavier 
grades, was the weakening fac- 
tor during October. Although a 
cut in Midcontinent crude had 
been looked for, that market ap- 
peared to rally somewhat, and 
prices held unchanged.

Gasoline 

For the fourth’ successive 
month, the average price for 
gasoline at Bayonne, Tulsa and 
Pennsylvania refineries showed 
a decline in October. The aver 
age for the month was 11.73c. 
per gallon, a drop. of 29 points 
from the September figure, and 
comparing with 13.52c. per gal- 
lon in August, 15.18¢c. in July, 
and 16.96c. in June, the high 
for the year. The lowest price 
for 1925 was 11.02c. per gallon 
in January. The average inp 
October, 1924, however, was only 
9.44c, per gallon. Toward the 
close of October if became evi- 
dent that the Midcontinent re- 
finers had succeeded in liquidat- 
ing their surplus stocks to a 
considerable degree, and the 
market strengthened somewhat.

Ammoniates Developed Stronger Tone—Trading 
Showed Quiet—Unfavorable Position of 
Cotton Market a Factor 


Upward reactions in prices for blood, 
fish scrap and tankage brought about a 
firmer feeling in the fertilizer materials 
trade, and the trend was toward higher 
levels. 

Extreme slackness characterized op- 
erations during the week, however. 
Save in a few instances, transactions 
were limited to routine quantities, con- 
suming manufacturers showing little 
disposition to contract ahead. 

Recent unfavorable developments in 
the cotton market, from the standpoint 
of the grower, was believed in trade 
circles to have had an important bear- 
ing upon the fertilizer situation and 
the general disposition shown by mix- 
ers to go slow until the situation has 
developed further. 

Leuna-saltpetre, a mixture of syn- 
thetic sulphate of ammonia and nitrate 
of ammonia, has been meeting with a 
heavy sale in the American market this 
year. This is the first season in which 
Germany has been shipping this prod- 
uct into the American market, and it 
has already taken its place as an im- 
portant item in the market. It is ob- 
tainable from only one source, and, of 
course, marketed at a controlled price. 

Another German product which has 
sold heavily in Southern markets this 
season is synthetic sulphate of ammo- 
nia. Although this material met with 
comparatively little sale during. the 
early part of the season, owing to the 
low price on domestic sulphate, the 
material increase in quotations on the 
latter product and the shortage of sup- 
plies created a heavy demand for the 
imported, and large quantities have 
been contracted for. 

British reports indicate that an at- 
tempt is to be made to popularize the 
use of calcium cyanimide in Great 
Britain, experience having demon- 
strated this to be a valuable nitrogen- 
carrying constituent in compound fer- 
tilizers. Mixers in former years found 
the material very difficult to handle, 
because of its dusty and corrosive na- 
ture, but the physical condition has 
been greatly improved by preparing it 
in a granulated form which permits of 
easier handling and distribution. Al- 
though present world consumption is 
estimated at less than 800,000 tons 
annually, the industry has been work- 
ing at but 50 percent of capacity. 
Germany is a leading producer of cal- 
cium cyanimide, its output accounting 
for nearly half the world’s production. 
Production and consumption of this 
material were increased largely during 
the war years.

onne. Cased kerosene for export re- 
mained unchanged at 17.15c. per gal- 
lon for standard white and 18.15c. per 
gallon for water white. Bulk kerosene 
for export was up \c. per gallon at 
614c. for white and 714c. per gallon for 
water white. The export market was 
also doing a little better at the Gulf, 
with prime white quotable at 6c. per 
gallon and water white at 7c. per gal- 
lon.

Exports were 1,316,- 
000 metric tons, about 90 percent greater 
than those of the previous year, and 44 
percent greater than the exports of 1913. 
Exports of fuel oils (400,000 tons) were 
four times the pre-war figure, and of 
gasoline (270,000 tons) nearly double. 
Kerosene, which before the war consti- 
tuted 45 percent of the oil exports, has 
slipped down to 30 percent, while lubri- 
eating oils have decreased from 26 per- 
cent to 13.7 percent. 
Production for the year in Baku, Grozny 
and Emba was 6,950,000 metric tons, as 
compared with 6,000,000 tons in 1923-24. 
This is nearly 80 percent of the pre-war 
figure. New drillings were 590-700 feet, 
an increase of nearly 50 percent over 
1923-24. During the year nearly $3,000,-

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Conditions in the market for coal tar 
products last week were along very 
much the same lines as during the 
previous week. The market displayed 
no particuar trend and for the most 
part prices were steady. This was alto- 
gether true of the intermediates. In 
the crudes there was the usual exhibi- 
tion of strength, and both naphthalenes 
and benzol have gone higher. The ad- 
vance in benzol had not been wholly 
expected and applied only to the 90 
percent grade. At the moment the pure 
was unaffected. It appears that the 
enormous demand for the higher dis- 
tillates, such as toluene and solvent 
naphtha, has required a very extensive 
use of benzol, and consequently sup- 
plies which ordinarily would have been 
coming to the market were being di- 
verted into the manufacture of these 
materials. Production of benzol was 
on a good scale for the time of year, 
but none of the distributors appeared 
to have any stocks of consequence on 
hand, stocks moving into consumption 
as soon as available. 

The demand from® the lacquer trade 
for solvent naphtha and toluene has 
been unprecedented, and the demand 
for these two materials threatened to 
exceed the production by a good deal. 
Leading sellers were sold ahead for 
some time to come, and supplies avail- 
able for prompt distribution were 
negligible. There was said to be good 
reason in the strength of the situation 
to expect further advances in the not 
far distant future. Xylenes were also 
in strong demand, and the prices were 
stoutly maintained. Supplies of com- 
mercial were particularly light at the 
moment, 

Intermediates displayed no special 
developments during the week. Trad- 
ing in many of them has been quite 
good, up to the best average for this 
season of year, and the majority of 
prices have been steadily enough main- 
tained. Ortho-toluidine was still in 
small supply, with the producers well 
sold ahead and little heard of cheap 
resale material any longer. The de- 
mand for aniline oil and salt has been 
satisfactory, so that the prices were 
firm and the further advance in benzol 
could not help but add more strength to 
this situation.

ANTHRACENE. Stocks of anthra- 
cene were not large and the market 
was steady in tone for such grades as 
could be procured, As a matter of fact, 
the prices for the higher percentages 
were entirely nominal in the absence 
of any offerings and the consequent 
suspension of trade which has occurred. 
While nominal prices have been quoted 


on these grades for some time past 
now, it was said by those close to the 


situation that on actual business prices 
considerably higher than these nominal 
quotations would undoubtedly prevail.

whose production it entered has been 
very good. 

BENZENE (BENZOL).—Leading 
distributors of the 90 percent have ad- 
vanced the price of that grade to 24c. 
per gallon in tanks at works, and to 
29c. in drums. The pure grade has 
not been advanced by the sellers as 
yet, but it was said in prominent sell- 
ing quarters that an advance in this 
grade was not out of reason at this 
time. The extremely heavy demand for 
the 90 percent during the past few 
weeks has added the strength to the 
market which brought about the higher 
prices. The 90 percent was now quoted 
at the same prices as the pure grade. 
That grade has been quoted at 24c. per 
gallon in tanks at works, and 29c. in 
drums, for over a month past. Produc- 
tion of benzol has been along as broad 
lines as conditions have permitted. 
The output has been good for the time 
of year, but the demand has not de- 
creased in the least, and as fast as an 
increase has occurred in production 
it has been taken up by the additional 
demands of the consumers. The enor- 


mous demand for some of the higher 
distillates has also had an effect on 
the trend of the benzol market, as it 


utilized large quantities of the 90 per- 
cent in their manufacture. 
CREOSOTE OIL.—An excellent de- 
mand was reported for this material 
and leading factors said supplies were 
moving into consumption at an excel- 
lent rate. Production was fairly well 
sold ahead and consumers have been 
taking full deliveries on contracts al- 
most invariably. The market displayed 
excellent seasonal activity and it was 
further said that conditions this fall 
were better than they were at the cor- 


responding time a year ago. Factors 
only hoped that the present state of 
demand would keep up. The tone of 


the market has been distinctly steady 
for some time past, and it was doubtful 
if prices could have been shaded to any 
extent at the moment. Quotations on 
the No. 1 grade were from 1l4c. to l5c. 
per gallon in tanks at the works, while 


the No. 2 and 3 grades were 13c. to 
14c. Imported material has not figured 
much, although imports were noted 


regularly. The import price of the No. 
1 grade has been around 15c. or slightly 
under it. 

CRESOL.—Conditions in the market 


for U.S.P. were along lines previously 
described. There has been little change 
in the situation here during the past 


two or three weeks, and the quotations 
of 18c. to 20c. per pound which were 
previously quoted have’ continued. 
Leading sellers did not appear to have 
any very large quantities on hand, and 
this has added more firmness to the 
undertone. Demand has been along 
usual steady lines and was well up to 
the average for this season of the year, 
it was said. 

CRESYLIC ACID.—Trading has 
shown little indication of improvement 
during the past week and the condi- 
tions in the market were not as good 
as they might have been. The offerings 
of cheap material continued to be made 
and the stocks available in the local 
market were large, to say the least. 
The lack of sustained demand during 
recent weeks has had a depressing ef- 
fect on the tone, especially as the sell- 
ers have been trying to force sales and 
not infrequently offered considerable 
concessions to reluctant buyers to take 
on supplies. As a matter of fact, prices 


at the moment were lower than they 
had been for over a year, and there 
was little enough in the situation to 
indicate an early revival of buying 
which might stiffen the tone and put 
prices on a firmer basis.

Price developments in the market for 
dyestuffs and tanstuffs last week were 
generally in the nature of declines in 
tanstuffts. The high prices which have 
prevailed on the majority of tanning 
materials, especially the natural prod- 
ducts from the Orient or South Amer- 


ica, during recent months has checked 


the trading in these materials to no 
uncertain extent. In some cases the 
time was approaching when the new 
crops would be coming to market, and 


this has tended to make the holders 
throw goods on the market at cheaper 
prices than hitherto prevailed in an 
effort to realize as much as they could 
on the old crop before the new one 
came to hand. 

This was undoubtedly one of the rea- 
sons for the weaker position of myro- 
balans, although the absence of Indian 
demand and the infrequency of foreign 
sales had certainly an adverse effect on 
the prices as far as the sellers were 


concerned.

It was a rare 
trader who would venture to bring in 
goods like this on consignment. Stor- 
age charges were so high that a short 
delay in selling might rob him of every 


vestige of profit. Consumers, on the 
other hand, hesitated about placing 
orders for shipments from primary 


markets. Stocks of

Little change has occurred in any of 
the chemicals. Prices of bichromates 
were maintained and a considerable 
volume of contract business has al- 
ready been done for next year. The 
prussiates were also more steady, al- 
though the yellow prussiate of soda 
displayed certain irregularities of 
prices due to some competition and a 
rather meager demand.

ALUMINUM CHLORIDE. — Trading 
was along more or less routine lines 
last week and the prices of 33 to 35 
percent underwent no changes what- 
ever. Demand was confined to com- 
paratively small quantities for the 
most part, and consumers did not show 
much disposition to increase their or- 
ders at this time. Conditions in con- 
suming trades were better than they 
had been in a long time, and this has 
kept up contract shipments. Con- 
sumers were taking regular quantities 


on contracts and these deliveries have 
been well up to the seasonal average. 
Stocks of chloride were in ample vol- 
ume, the manufacturers carrying good 
stocks. The lack of a broader demand 
has not reacted unfavorably on the 
price of the tone of the market. The 
price, as a matter of fact, has not 
changed in many months. Last week 
leading sellers quoted the 33 to 35 per- 
cent at 3c. per pound at works. In- 
quiries for anhydrous have been fairly 
frequent, but none of this grade has

been offered on spot and the manufac- 
turers were apparently sold ahead for 
some time to come and could not offer 


prompt shipments at the moment. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The market for 
imported 65 percent salt was extremely 
firm in tone and the prices were 
stronger than during the previous 
week. This could be attributed to the 
extreme strength which has developed 
in all of the antimony derivatives dur- 
ing the past month. The metal was 
extremely scarce and the price higher 
than in a year or more, while all of the 
derivatives have moved up correspond- 
ingly. Demand for salt has been bet- 
ter during the past couple of weeks, 
and the market displayed more than 
the routine activity which had previ- 
ously been in evidence. Consumers 
were still disposed to take small quan- 
tities for the most part, but increased 
demands have necessitated more fre- 
quent buying than was the _ rule. 
Stocks were not large in any quarter, 
and the sellers were inclined to hold 
on to them and get their price. Quota- 
tions on the imported 65 percent were 
27e. to 27%ec. per pound. 

POTASH, BICHROMATE.—Demand 
was along steady lines and the market 
displayed good seasonal activity. Quo- 
tations were maintained at former lev- 
els of 8%c. to 8%c. per pound for 
prompt deliveries, but consumers were 
not inclined to buy very much at this 
time. Most of them were covered as 
far as immediate requirements were 
concerned by their contracts de- 
liveries against these proceeded in ex- 
cellent seasonal fashion. Consumption 
has been excellently maintained and 
the tone of the market was distinctly 
steady. Contracts for next year were 
being solicited at various prices, gen- 
erally 83%c. per pound, although in one 
quarter less was said to have been ac- 
cepted, this factor trying to get as 
much contract business as possible. 
So far, manufacturers reported a nor- 
mal inquiry for supplies for 1926. 

POTASH, PRUSSIATE. — Yellow 
prussiate has been in more or less rou- 


anu 


tine demand and the market has not 
presented anything particularly new 
for some time. Trading has been con- 


fined to more or less small quantities, 
and has not been distinguished. Stocks 
were in moderately good volume, al- 
though none of the importers appeared 
to be overly burdened. The price has 
ruled steady enough at 18%c. to 19c. 
per pound, but there was not much 
doubt that some transactions had gone 
through at 18%c. However, the prin- 
cipal sellers were not willing to quote 
at less than 18%4c. for the most part. 
The red prussiate was as before, 37%%c. 
to 38c. per pound, and some sellers 
trying to force sales more strenuously 
than had been the case. Demand for 
this grade did not exceed the routine 
at any time. 

SODA, BICHROMATE.—No changes 
have occurred in the prices of current 
deliveries and the leading manufac- 
turers continued to quote former prices 
of 6%c. to 6%c. per pound. ‘Trading 
has been along steady lines, and while 
new business has not come to hand 
lately in very much volume, contract 
withdrawals have been extremely well 
maintained, and the volume of goods 
moving into consumption this fall more 
than compared with what was done a 
year ago. Contract withdrawals have 
been excellently maintained all fall and 
during the late summer were also good. 
Inquiries for deliveries over the first 
part of 1926 have been numerous, and 
the manufacturers already had a con- 
siderable tonnage of orders on their 
books. The prices at which these con- 
tract orders have been taken varied 
among the manufacturers, generally 
63g.c per pound being quoted, although 
it was reported that one manufacturer, 
keen for business, had shaded that 
price fully 4c. on some business. In- 
quiries for contracts for next year has 
been fully up to the average of a year 
ago, and conditions in the market could 
be termed healthy. 


SODA, HYDROSULPHITE. — No 
changes to speak of have occurred in 
the prices during recent weeks, and 
trading was along steady lines. De- 
mand has been pretty well maintained 
and has been satisfactory for the most 
part, due to the increased operations 
in the textile mills. Stocks were ade- 
quate, both domestic and imported to 
be had without difficulty and prices 
from 24c. to 2514c. per pound, depend- 
ing on the quantity and grade. 

SODA, HYPOSULPHITE. Manu- 
facturers have continued the present 
schedule of prices for a good many 
months and there was nothing in the

ALBUMEN.—The spot market for 
edible grades of egg albumen was un- 
changed and prices were maintained 
at the former range of $1.20 to $1.25 
per pound. Leading sellers did not 
report a very active demand at this 
time, and the riarket displayed liitie 
more than routine animation during 
most of the week. However, the 
tone was distinctly steady and there 
was little possibility of securing sup- 
plies at less than the quoted levels. 
Stocks were in adequate volume to 
take care of consumers requirements 
and there was little anticipation of 
any shortage this winter. There will 
be no more shipments from China 


this winter it was thought, as the un- 
settled conditions in that country 
were against it. Besides, production 
is generally curtailed in the winter 
and will not be resumed to any ex- 
tent until next spring. The last on 
shipment prices on goods prompt from 
China was 98ec. c.if., in bond. A 
goodly portion of spot stocks had been 
acquired at prices very near to this, 
if not exactly at it. The demand at 
the moment was more or less routine 
inasmuch this is not usually an 
active season of the year. However, 
it was expected that within a few 
more weeks a much broader consum- 
ing interest would be seen. Dis- 
tressed material which had formerly 
upset the tone appeared to have been 
pretty well eliminated from the mar- 
ket and was rarely encountered any 
longer. The leading sellers were 
apparently holding at prices to cover 
their initial costs and were not dis- 
posed to give any ccncessions in order 


as 


to facilitate sales. Trading in blood 
grades has been along steady routine 
lines for some time past and the mar- 
ket was without new developments. 


Quotations were as before, 50c. to 60c. 


per pound, depending on the grade 
and quantity. Stocks were not large 
but were ample for current require- 
ments it was said. 
ANNATTO.—The seed was in little 
demand hereabouts last week and it 
was doubtful if more than a few 
pounds were sold during the whole 
week. Consumers were not interested 
in taking on supplies at this time.

Supplies 
were quite limited and the price r¢ 
mained at 42 per pound 
COCHINEAL.—The extremely high 
prices which have prevailed on the 
different grades during the past few 
months have discouraged buying and 
the market last week was a dull af- 
fair. The lack of demand has not 
affected the prices however, and the 
market was still in a very firm po- 
sition last week, with the prices all 
maintained. Quotations on the Tene- 
riffe silver and the gray black grades 
were 55c. to 57c. per pound. These 
were the only varieties commonly 
available on spot in sufficient volume 
to make a market. The small lots 
imported during the week were sold 


to arrive. 


CUTCH.—Not much was to be found 






on spot and the prices were more 
or less nominal, as trading was so 
poor last week. The Borneo was 
quoted at 5%4c. to 5%c. per pound; 
and the tangoon at 2l1e. to 22c. 
Borneo was quoted around 3c. c¢.i-f. 
for shipment from primary markets. 
Majority of consumers of any quan- 


tity were getting supplies direct from 
primary markets. 





DEXTRIN. — No further changes 
have occurred in the prices of corn 
dextrins. The market was along very 
good lines and demand for the dif- 
ferent grades has been’ extremely 
brisk. Production has been on a good 
scale and refiners were operating 
more plants now than was the case 
at this time a year ago. Quotations 
on ordinary corn dextrin last week 
were $3.92 to $4.19 per 100 pounds; 
while British gum was $4.17 to $4.44. 

DIVI DIVI.—There was still prac- 
tically none to be had on spot, but 
the primary markets were apparently 


in a weaker position, as shipment 
prices have been reduced to $50 to 
$52 per ton. The market has not dis- 


played any unusual activity, and con- 


sumers were apparently no more in- 
terested in taking on supplies at the 
lower prices than they had been be- 
fore. Importers were not disposed 


to bring in goods on consignment and 
consequently the spot market was bare 
of offerings. The shipments which 
came to hand during the _ previous 
week were entirely under contract and 
moved directly to the consumers who 
had bought them some time ago. 
EGG YOLK.—Demand for soluble 
was still fairly brisk, but not as 
strenuous as a couple of weeks back. 
However, the price of the soluble was 


still firm at 50c. to 55c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—tTrading has not been 
overly active in any of the grades 
during the past week, but the prices

MYROBALANS.—The lack of de- 
mand has weakened the tone of the 
market considerably and shipment 
prices on the grades available were 
considerably lower than they had been. 
The reductions in these prices did not 


appear te have stimulated the demand 
to any appreciable extent as the sellers 


were still finding it difficult to create 
a demand, and importers have been 
unable to get to consumers here to 


place orders with them for shipments 
direct from primary points. Holders in 
primary markets were less confident of 


realizing high prices now that the new 


crop will be coming to hand in a com- 
paratively short time. The quotations 
on J1 were entirely nominal at $63 





per ton, as that grade has not been of- 
fered and none has been imported here 
for months. The J2, however, 
be had for shipment at $45 
and the R2 at $41 to $42. 
STARCH.—No changes occurred in 
the prices of corn starches during the

Trading was along extremely 
good lines for the most part and there

Refiners were able to run plants more 
freely, and the excellent consumption 
prevented undue accumulation of 
stocks. Quotations on pearl starch 
were $3.12 to $3.39 per 100 pounds, and 
powdered, $3.22 to $3.49. The rest of 
the list was without particular fea- 
tures. Quotations have been steady 
for the most part, with rice from 10c. 
to 1042c. per pound, and wheat 614¢c. to 
7e. Imported potato flour was gen- 
erally held at 6%c. to 74c. 
SUMAC.—Shipment prices on Sicil- 
ian ground were from $125 to $130 per 
ton, depending on seller and quantity. 
The more attractive prices of the past 
month have stimulated inquiries, but 
shipments to this country have not 
been large as yet. Consumers showed

Dyewoods

Primary markets for dyewoods have 
invariably been firm in tone recently 
and there was a strongly marked ten- 
deney to advance observed in several 
of them. The recent advances in log- 
wood have been stoutly maintained 
and it was thought not unlikely that 
fustic sticks would probably be higher 
before the end of the year. This stronger 


tendency has been reflected in the

Imports of dyewoods during recent 
months have not been very large. The 
finished extracts have been imported 


much more extensively than they used 
to be and the indications were for 
lessened production in this country of 
some of them. Stocks of dyewoods 
were practically nil on spot and none 
of the importers could offer either log- 
wood or fustic last week. 

The shipment prices on fustic sticks 
were $27 to $28 per ton; logwood sticks

FUSTI1IC.—There has been a good 
demand for these extracts during the 
week, and the improvement in condi- 
tions in the market during the past 
few weeks has been gratifying to the 
producers. The tone of the market has 
been firmer than it was and there was 
a firmer tendency in the primary mar- 
kets, which indicated that higher 
prices would not be unexpected in the 
near future. The upward tendency in 
primary markets for dyewoods and ex- 
tracts was marked. Quotations on ex- 
tracts here last week were 20c. to 22c.

The interlinking of public 
interest, he said, made it a vital necessity 
for the farmer, manufacturer, and other 
groups to come together in council, speak 
frankly, and get on common ground to 
make progress a certainty. Only by so 
doing could repressive legislation be kept 
down.

distributed in the south, he said, 
main practical point of his 
address. The south’s great water power, 
he declared, could come to the rescue, and 
he believed that it was very vital to the 
rural prosperity of the south to have the 
electric power so widely and wisely dis- 
tributed that every rural region could 
develop its industrial possibilities.

Soil Improvement Meeting 


On Monday preceding the regular 
sessions, the Soil Improvement Committee 
held a session attended by members from 
all parts of the country. The sessions 


New York 


were presided over by W. D. 
chairman. Reports of the work of the 
staffs were presented by J. C. Pridmore, 
director, for the southern d'vision, and by 
H. F. Smalley, director, for the northern 
division. These reports showed that much 
work of a varied nature had been ac- 
complished, and that plans were being 
made for even more extended activities. 

In the south plans had been made for 
co-operating with agrcultural college 
forces for holding soil and fertilizer meet- 
ings, fertilizer dealers’ conferences, and 
soil improvement campaigns. 

Progress was also reported in an under- 


Huntington, 


taking to have the agricultural colleges 
put out some literature giving fertilizer 


recommendations in a form convenient for 
letter inserts, in the hope that fertilizer 
manufacturers would buy and distribute 
these. 

The committee authorized printing 500 
sets of school charts entitled, “Plant Food 
and Soil Management,” for which there 
is a very large demand. 

The placing of a fellowship for study- 
ing the economic value of potash in com- 
plete fertilizers, to be carried on at the 
Mississippi: Agricultural and Mechanical 
College, was reported, and two other fel- 
lowship projects, one for South Carolina, 
and one for Georgia, on the time and 
placement of fertilizers were authorized. 

For the northern division eight new 
publications were subm‘tted for approval, 
and two fellowships were proposed, one 
for Michigan, and another for New Jersey. 
A detailed report of activities showed a 
large amount of work accomplished, with 
several new projects being planned. 

Charles J. Brand, executive secretary, 
called attention to a new publication en- 
titled, ‘‘Fertilizer Review,” an advance 
copy of which was submitted. This is to 
take the place of the “News Bulletin,” 


formerly issued by the National Fertilizer 
Association, and “Fertilizer Message,” is- 
sued by the Southern Fertilizer Associa- 
tion.
